A LookInto The Future 


A committee of three students 
from California State University, 
Sacramento, discussed proposais 
and recommendations for 
establishing an educational cable 
television at CSUS with an 
audience of interested CSUS 
students Tuesday, October 3. 
The meeting was held in TY 9. 
With the possibility of cable 
television being introduced at 
CSUS, the students made 
suggestions to the committee, 
who will screen the proposals. 


The best suggestions will 
presented by the committee =e 
the Sacramento County 
Education Consortium on Cable 
Television. 

Graduate students Paul Blaise 
and Gloria Smith and John 
Bacher, communication studies 
student, represented the 
committee 

Committee chairman Paul 
Blaise said there’s an allotted 
amount of funds for an 


establishment of an educational 


cable television. And if his 
committee could come up with 
workable ideas from the CSUS 
students, possibly the outlet for 


the programs could be 
established here. 
Some of the _ proposals 


suggested were: CSUS education 
workshop; films produced by 
CSUS students, off-campus 
classes taught “v cable TV; NOW 
(National Onjganization for 
Women) sponsored films for 
women who cannot atte: 


school; research projects; drama 
presentations; registration 
notices, classes that are changed; 
cable TV classes for 
kindergarten-age children, as 
well as graduate students. 

Blaise explained the cable tv 
approach must be creative. He 
said the programs should be of 
the highest quality, to attract 
the midwest audience. 

Blaise also explained to the 
students participating in the 
meeting that it is their 
responsibility to come up with 
workable proposals. If not, the 
CSUS faculty members may 
make their own proposals. This 
would result in a “rip-off” of 
proposals made by the student 
body representatives, Blaise said. 





Blaise said that his committee 
members would attempt to have 
equal voting powers on the 
SCECCT board. He explained 
this would be the only way to 
assure getting any CSUS 
proposals accepted. 

Because the ideas proposed at 
this initial meeting will be used 
for suggestions to the SCECCT, 
Blaise said the students must 
utilize projected thinking. The 
ideas may not be put into effect 
for several years. 

However, with the growth of 
the number of students 
attending CSUS, the need for 
cable tv will be an important 
factor in gaining an education. 
Many students can study at 
home, without sitting in the 
campus classroom. 


Blaise said it’s like building a 
freeway. The plans are made for 
the use of it in about three 
years. And the expected growth 
for that period must be built 
into the projected plans now. 

Someday, chairman Blaise said, 
the laser will replace cable 
television. When this happens 
there will be an infinite capacity 
for television, he said. The 
possibility of CSUS films being 
Projected to another State's 
campus as well as homes would 
be one new innovation

Non-students scored the highest 
with 42.9 percent 

The percentage average of the 
group was 34.5 percent, or one 
person of three knew the other's 
objective - a poor indicator if 
race relations are to improve. 
But their plight is not solitary, 
for the methodology devised by 
the communication media for 
reporting munonty affairs has 
left the public apprehensive and 
bewildered of minority goals, 
too. This was shown in two 
Louis Harris surveys, 
Communication Gap is Race 
Tension Base (November 4, 
1971) and Whites Fear But Do 


Not Know Negros (July 6, 
1970).

Ihe non-white share of the 
news pnnted by the Sacramento 
Bee was 13.2 percent, but 17.3 
percent of that news coverage 
was of crime. The Sacramento 
Union gave non-white events 
16.7 percent of its total news 
coverage, but 24.5 percent was 
of crime. This is the news 
students read in their homes. 
But there is a disparity when 
the reporting of white criminal 
acts are analyzed against 
non-white criminal acts. Whites 
committed nearly three times as 
many crimes as non-whites, yet 
only 7 of 86.8 percent of fhe 
news reported by the 
Sacramento Bee was on crime 
versus 8.9 of 83.3 percent for 
the Sacramento Union. 

This method of reporting only 
perpetuates the stereotypes 
whites carry in their minds of 
non-whites

In their opimion, 69 percent 
rated the communication media

But 60.4 percent indicated 
Sacramento newspapers, 
television and radio stations did 
not provide sufficient news 
coverage of minority events 

On the reporting of crime, 78 
percent thought crime was 
getting too many headlines. 
Editorials caused 12.1 percent to 
change their political outlook 
from liberal to conservative, 
11.4 percent trom conservative 
to liberal and 76.5 percent were 
not effected. 


Almost 70 percent of all 
businessmen, the men who set 
the hiring policies for 


were unsure of 
minority objectives. 

Because the tuture of this great 
country | °s in its young people, 
69.8 percent of the 255 persons 
polled were scholars. For 
purposes of analyses, they were 
evenly divided at 89 students 
each from CSUS and CRC.

The Hornets, still riding high 
on last week’s 19-14 victory over 
Nevada-Reno, will take a 1-3 
Pre-season record onto the field

What are the justifications we are given for this wasting of 
Vietnam and its people? To protect the people of South Viet- 
nam from communism?

The regime we are defending suspends elections, muzzles the 
press, jails and tortures its political opponents. The people we 
are supposed to be saving are being systematically killed. 


To the survivors, our fight to contain communism in Southeast 
Asia (at the same time that we are making business deals with 
communist countries) can only be viewed as hypocritical fa- 
naticism, indistinguishable from that which we have sworn to 
oppose. 

Even as the bombing and killing have been escalated, most 


Americans appear to have tuned out on what's happening in 
Indochina. The Nixon Administration is counting on the 


American conscience to care only about U.S. casualties, not 
about the lives of Vietnamese. 


Do we really not care about the people we kill? 


Americans will not always be able to ignore the consequences 
of our actions. We will be asked: How could it happen? Where 
were you? What did you do? 


[). Just protesting is not enough. 
— Voting your conscience is not enough. 


Your dollars are crucial. Your dollars can stop the killing. Make 
it possible for George McGovern to awaken the people before 
November 7. 


President McGovern would end the war. 


People of conscience must make this final sacrifice: contribute 
your utmost!

Sheriff Duane Lowe stated to 
the press last week that he had 
found a manifesto signed by 86 
jail inmates charging that they 
had been beaten by deputies 
Lowe has denied the charges, 
and has obtained a court order 
enabling him to transfer inmates 
to the maximum security prison 
at Folsom in the event of 
“trouble.”
